The total number of scholars on the foundation, as fixed by our Statutes, is 
70 ; and as the Scholarship is held for five years, the average of the number 
admitted each year would be 14, were all to hold during the entire of that period. 
It is evident that the number 14 may be somewhat increased by deaths, depriva- 
tions or resignations, but from the foregoing account it appears that the average 
number of admissions is very little affected by these causes. 

The number of scholars now on our books is the full number 70.

On the former list I think it right to observe, that if it is proposed to make use 
of it for the purpose of estimating the number in preparation for holy orders, it 
will not serve, inasmuch as all Bachelors of Arts on the books of the college are 
obliged to attend the courses of instruction in divinity, for whatever profession they 
are intended. That list, therefore, includes the names of several preparing for 
other professions : and on the other hand, being confined (according to the Order) 
to A. B.’s, it omits many in a state of preparation for holy orders, viz. the Candi- 
date Bachelors, who have credit for their attendance on Divinity Lectures, as soon as 
they shall have answered their final quarterly examination, which is usually several 
months before they take the degree of A. B. 

To enable the Members of the House of Commons to form an estimate of the 
number preparing for holy orders, I have subjoined two other lists ; the first of 
the attendance of Fellow Commoners and Junior Bachelors on the Divinity Lectures 
in the conjoint Terms of Easter and Trinity ; and the second, the attendance of 
Fellow Commoners and Candidate Bachelors in Michaelmas Term. Those students 
must have credit for three-fourths of the Lectures in each term.

The annual charge for a Master of Arts is 8 ; no distinction made between 
resident and non-resident Masters in this respect, but the above charge continues 
only until he shall have taken a doctor’s degree in some faculty, after which he is 
exempt from all charge, though his name should continue on the books of the 
University.

The above are my Reports, after a careful examination of the books of the 
University by myself. To these I beg leave to add a Return made to me by the 
Regius Professor of Divinity, containing an account of the numbers in attendance 
on his lectures during each of the said five years. These lectures are attended 
(though without compulsion) by all the candidates for holy orders, and scarcely any 
others. The average number of such candidates obtained from this document 
agrees well with that derived from the registries as given above.
